Mr. Mattingly was never a 
candidate for public office, but 
was elected several times to 
party jobs. His first race was 
for membership on the Repub- 
lican State Committee in the 
early '30s. 

He served as chairman of 
the state committee in 1937-39, 
and as Republican National 
Committeeman for Missouri in 
1940-48. He was counsel for 
the national committee in 
1948-49. 

He became a stanch sup- 
porter of Dewey in 1940, and 
swung the Missouri votes in the 
1944 and 1948 Republican na- 
tional conventions to the former 
New York governor. 

When Mr. Mattingly retired 
from the national committee in 
1948, he supported Roscoe C. 
Hobbs as his successor as Mis- 
souri’s G.O.P. national com- 
mitteeman.

11 defendants in the Clinton 
high school segregation trial 
was denied today by United 
States District Judge Robert L. 
Taylor. Earlier, criminal con- 
tempt charges against four of 
the 15 defendants were dropped 
by the Government for lack of 
evidence. 

In denying the motion for ac- 
quittal, Judge Taylor said the 
case should go to the jury, be- 
cause although defense counsel 
had declared overwise, there 
had been evidence that one or 
more of the defendants actually 
had read the court's injunction 
issued last Sept. 6, prohibiting 
interferences with integration at 
Clinton high school. 

“Thefe is evidence that one 
or more others of the defen- 
dants had been told about the 
injunction,” Judge Taylor said. 
“That's a question for the jury s 
consideration. There is circum- 
stancial evidence of conspiracy 
to violate the injunction and 
that is a question for the jury 
to decide. 

“There was 
one or more of the defendants 
were at the cshool on those days 
when ugly language was used. 
Did they intedfere with the 
operation of the school? The 
schoolewas closed Dec. 4 and for 
several days thereafter. I must 
under the law submit this case 
to the jury.”

There were clear indications 
that Knowland and Humphrey 
offered their amendment as 
only the first step in an ex- 
pected retreat from the terms 
of the House-passed bill. 


Knowland, the Senate G.O.P. 
leader, was reported having 
technical difficulty in drafting 
an amendment under which the 
Attorney General could inter- 
vene in civil rights cases—other 
than those involving voting 
privileges—only when asked to 
do so by local authorities. 


Knowland was reported to be 
holding out for at least this 
limited federal action to carry 
out the Supreme Court's school 
integration opinion and other 
desegregation decisions. 


Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
(Rep.), Illinois, said there had 
been “discussions” of an amend- 
ment to hold this line. 

Because some of their fringe 
supporters seemed to be drift- 
ing toward a position of back- 
ing only a “voting rights” bill, 
advocates of the House bill 
rallied their speakers for a de- 
fense of that measure. 

Senator Jacob Javits (Rep.), 
New York, told the Senate 
yesterday that the section of 
the bill which Anderson and 
Aiken proposed to strike out 
was aimed sat enforcement of 
school integration where local 
law enforcement broke down. 

Javits said 'he did not think 
supporters had made an “effec- 
tive case” for this section thus 
far. He said several other 
speakers would follow him in 
efforts to win some converts to 
the section. 

Javits scoffed at Southern 
contentions that the bill would 
make the Attorney General a 
“Caesar.” He said the Attorney 
General would have to go into 
court, just as would any other 
prosecutor, and prove his case.

Administration to Cite Ways 
Negroes Have Lost Vote as It 
Opens Rights Counter-Attack 


Brownell Has Provided Senators With

HE ADMINISTRATION is temporarily on the defensive in 


the Senate civil rights debate, but the counter-attack is 


just beginning. 


This will be directed at some of the methods that have been 
used to deny Negroes the right to vote in some parts of the 
South. The Department of Justice does not claim that these 
cases are typical of the whole South, but it points to them as 
evidences of why the Attorney General must have more power 
to redeem the constitutional promise of equal voting rights. 


In Ouachita Parish, La., Jan. 
17, 1956, according to an FBI 
investigation, there were ap- 
proximately 4000 Negroes on 
the list of registered voters, 
residing in Wards 3 and 10 on 
Ouachita Parish. As of Oct. 4, 
1956, the list had been reduced 
to 694 Negro voters in these 
two wards. 

Actording to the testimony 
of Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., “This mass dis- 
enfranchisement was accom- 
plished by a scheme and device 
to which a number of white 
citizens and certain local of- 
ficials were parties.” 


How This Was Done. 


Brownell, in a memorandum 
prepared by.Assistant Attorney 
General Warren Olney III, and 
now in the hands of the Ad- 
ministration leaders in the Sen- 
ate, describes how this was 
done. 

On March 2, 1956, a nonprofit 
organization was formed under 
Louisiana laws called the “Cit- 


Constitution (Article VI, Sec- 
tion 4) and the statutes provide 
that a person, to become a reg- 
istered voter, must be able to 
read and write any section of 
the Constitution to the satisfac- 
tion of the registrar. The Con- 
stitution and statutes also con- 
tain a “grandfather clause,” ex- 
empting from this requirement 
any mgle person, or his lineal 
descengent, entitled to vote on 
Jan. 1, 1867, provided such per- 
son registered prior to Decem- 
ber 1908. 
Illustrations Given. 

The Attorney General has 
placed before the Judiciary 
Committee these illustrations of 
what happened under these pro- 
visions in some — admittedly 
untypical—counties:

Budding Prima Donnas. 


Another frustration of the 
Douglas wing of the party 
springs from the fact that it 
includes strong-willed individ- 
ualists who can very easily 
bloom suddenly into prima 
donnas—in short, they do not 
work so well in harness as do 
Republicans and Southern Dem- 
ocrats. 

Most of the Douglas group 
got more incensed at one of 
their own — Senator Wayne 
Morse of Oregon—than at their 
Southern Democratic colleagues. 
They were confounded by his 


rebellion against the extraordi- | lin 


nary maneuver that put the 
House civil rights bill directly 
on the Senate calendar. 

Morse followed that up by his 
motion to send the bill to the 
Judiciary Committee, with a 
proviso that it be reported back 
to the Senate in a week.

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How Calculated a Risk? 


There is an obvious contradiction in deciding 
to improve the nation’s capacity to defend itself 
in a limited or non-nuclear war and in ordering 
a 100,000-man cut this year in the armed 


services. 


Secretary of Defense Wilson says the reduc- 
tion, approved by President Eisenhower, would 
save $200,000,000 annually without “materially” 
affecting deployment of major combat units 
overseas. How could overseas commitments es- 
cape being affected? As the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst says: “Whittling at the armed 
forces, especially when it is done on a political 
basis that promises to keep as many wings, ships 
and divisions as ever, leaves only a front with 
very little staying power behind it.” 

It was only a few days ago that the President 
approved the recommendation of the National 
Security Council, made after long study, to 
improve the country’s capacity to conduct a 
limited war such as occurred in Egypt and Viet 
Nam. This was an encouraging step that could 
play a major part in the future in avoiding use 
of the hydrogen bomb. It was a welcome halt 
in the trend since 1951 of threatening to 
counter ‘any ‘aggression with nothing but nu- 
clear retaliation. The point of no return in 
this policy had almost been reached. 

This decision, calling for implementing to a 
greater degree our limited-war capacity, assur- 
edly carried with it the obligation to maintain 
conventional military strength sufticient to meet 
any contingéncies that might reasonably be 
expected to occur. Korea, Burma, Malaya, For- 
mosa, Indochina and the Middle Eastern coun- 
tries—any one of these could be the site of a 
sudden conflict that should be suppressed with- 
out nuclear arms. 

If native troops could not hold the line and 
no Western forces were near, it would be 
serious if the United States did not have enough 
troops of the fire-brigade type to extinguish 
the flames before they flared into a major war. 
Soldiers and marines are still urgently needed 
in these days of guerrilla warfare, political plots 
and palace revolutions. 

Conventional forces also are needed to im- 
plement the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion’s defense concept in Western Europe. They 
must be sufficient to delay an aggressor until 
allied nuclear power can be brought into play. 
If this shield of troops is thinned too much, 
the potential aggressor might doubt that a local 
attack would bring nuclear retaliation and so 
be tempted to take the risk by breaking what 
has been called the plate glass window. 

That is why this announced cut—with the 
Army taking half of it—is so embarrassing to 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, the NATO commander. 
He has been trying to persuade the European 
members to bolster their skeleton forces along 
the frontiers. He needs a minimum of 30 divi- 
sions and has a little’ less than half that number. 
Six years ago when Gen. Eisenhower was in 
Norstad’s position his office backed the idea of 
having 55 ready divisions plus 29 in reserve. 

Without effective disarmament measures and 
with Soviet Russia maintaining a very large 
army, the nation will bé running undue risk if 
it does not maintain itself in such a defense 
position that it can repel aggression with either 
nuclear weapons or conventional arms. 
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Pledge for Columbia Bottoms 

Mayor Tucker’s pledge of the city’s co-opera- 
tion in the proposed Columbia Bottoms indus- 
trial development suggests that it would be 
helpful if a similar response now were to follow 
from St. Louis county. While.the city owns 
the lion’s share of the Bottoms, the site actually 
lies in the county and the county’s co-operation 
on zoning and other matters will be egsential. 

As Mayor Tucker said, the proposal “deserves 
widespread consideration and understanding be- 
cause the economic impact of this project, if 
carried out, would be experienced throughout 
the bi-state community.” 

Mr. Tucker was talking in terms of the 60,000 
to 90,000 new jobs‘that might be created by a 
planned development of the Bottoms. The St. 
Louis area needs those jobs to support a grow- 
ing population. Neither political, geographical 
nor other considerations can stand in the way. 
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$5 Expense Item for Lobbyists 

Illinois is one of the last states of the Union 
to enact a law on lobbying at its Legislature. 
The bill passed at Springfield and signed by 
Gov. Stratton could not be called a strong meas- 
ure and it certainly is not a model statute. 

It requires only that all lobbyists register 
and pay Illinois a fee of $5. In turn the office 
of the Secretary of State will prepare a booklet 
with the pictures and biographical sketches of 
the registered lobbyists. 

The Decatur Herald notes that bills to re 
quire detailed reports on the expenses incurred 
by lobbyists were dropped in favor of the mini- 
mum bill sponsored by Representative Powell 
of. Vienna. Then the Herald engages in inter- 
esting speculation. Is the book of pictures to 
enable legislators to spot lobbyists and thus to 
be on the alert? Or is it to facilitate a legisla- 
tor in getting in touch with the appropriate 
lobbyist before voting on a bill? 

Be that as it may, Illinois is better off with 
its mild Lobbyist Registration Act than with 
none at all. It ought to sprout some teeth by 
the time the next legislative session convenes 
at Springfield.

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How to Cut the Crime Rate 

Mention Erle Stanley Gardner and almost 
everybody thinks of a “whodunit,” a fictional 
crime cleared up by a fictional detective. Mr. 
Gardner certainly is an expert in story-book 
criminology. But as a lawyer and criminologist 
he also has dealt with the real thing, and he had 
some advice the other day for the National Pa- 
role Association and the public at large. 

The nation’s worrying crime problem will be 
solved, he said, only after we give up old-fash- 
ioned notions about punishment and put much 
more emphasis on rehabilitation. Punishment 
simply is not a cure for criminal tendencies; 
the remedy is the rebuilding of moral characters. 

This is not news to the more progressive war- 
dens. They know that a man is likely to commit 
more crimes if, while in prison, he felt that he 
was only “doing time.” They know that a man 
must be brought to the realization that his own 
actions made his imprisonment necessary, and 
that only his own motives and actions can re-

tive rehabilitation program’ And they may 
also agree that society does not assume suffi- 
cient responsibility for a prisoner after his re- 
lease. There is no supervision of the man who

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Too Many Aldermanic Cooks 


Good municipal government rarely is a matter 
of partisan politics. There is not, for example, 
a Democratic way of paving streets which some- 
how is better than the Republican method. So 
the important aspects of the proposed new city 
charter are those designed to promote admin- 
istrative efficiency—such as the establishment 
of a separate hospital department under profes- 
sional direction. 


Yet its opponents are directing objections 
against changes in the Board of Aldermen even 
more frequently than they make the absurd alle- 
gation that the Mayor would be made into a dic- 
tator. What could reveal more clearly that 
much of the opposition is a matter of personal, 
partisan politics? 

As a matter of fact, the 7-7-1 pattern for re- 
ducing the number of aldermen is an overdue 
reform. Repetition has taken none of the truth 
out of the old saying that “too many cooks spoil 
the soup.” And St. Louis has too many alder- 
men—four more than New York. Even. with the 
highest ability and the best intentions, it would 
be unduly difficult to achieve agreement. And 
when such factors as “aldermignic courtesy” are 
added, it is all too easy to explain the delays, 
the contradictions and—to use a kindly word— 
the mistakes which have occurred under the 
present set-up. 

The argument that the election of 28 alder- 
men by wards gives the individual citizen better 
representation cannot stand up against the fact 
that, under the new charter, the citizen would 
vote for an aldermen from his ward, seven 
elected at large, and also for the board's presi- 
dent as under the old charter. He would have 
a voice in the selection of nine of the 15 mem- 
bers, instead of voting, as in the past, for only 
two members of a 29-man board. Further, the 
majority of the new board would be devoted 
to the interest of the city as a whole, but sec- 
tional interests would still be protected by the 
aldermen elected from the new wards. 

There might be a degree of strength in the 
oppositionist argument if the old board had 
been genuinely faithful to neighborhood inter- 
ests. But the sitting aldermen themselves made 
a mockery of this argument when, having failed 
to approach the city’s revenue problems realis- 
tically, they created a crisis which they solved 
after a fashion only by diverting funds from 
planned neighborhood projects. 


While municipal housekeeping is more a job 
of administration than of legislation, it neverthe- 
less must be supported by carefully considered 
and broadly beneficial ordinances. And the 
smaller, more democratically elected board cer- 
tainly promises far more than can be hoped 
for under the existing set-up. 

Perhaps that is why this Board set a mid-vaca- 
tion date for the charter vote and, further, 
worded the charter ballot in a manner calculated 
to trick its supporters into voting against it. 
These are but final arguments for a change.

Wilson’s Creek 


For 50 years and more Missourians—even 
Union and Confederate veterans together—have 
tried to get the Federal Government to make 
a national park of the site of the Battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek, south of Springfield. Now Senator 
Hennings and Congressman Brown of Missouri 
say the Budget Bureau contends that the battle 
was a “secondary engagement” of no national 
significance. 

The Budget Bureau's strategic thinking here 
seems both inaccurate and tardy. It is a little 
late to tell the 10,000 or more Confederates 
and 5000 Federals that their bloody six-hour 
engagement of Aug. 10, 1861, was really not 
very significant. The fact is that while the 
South claimed the field, and the victory, the 
larger Confederate force suffered as many 
casualties as the Union. The strategic result 
was that Gen. Sterling Price never again mus- 
tered so powerful a force for an effort to seize 
Missouri for the South. 

There is one other significant aspect of the 
Battle of Wilson’s Creek, too. This is perhaps 
the only engagement of size in which the Con- 
federacy would admit to outnumbering the 
Union, and outnumbering the Federals 2 to 1. 
The dogged fight of the outnumbered Federals 
was a credit to them and to Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon, who was killed in action. 

Today there are more than 800 acres of 
scenic rolling land which bore the battle and 
have changed remarkably little since. The tract 
should at least be marked adequately. In time, 
we suspect, the Budget Bureau is going to lose 
the second Battle of Wilson’s Creek. 
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Press Conference Comments 

President Eisenhower continues to be hopeful 
about relations with Soviet Russia and this is 
all to the good. When he was asked about a 
possible meeting between his old World War II 
associate, Communist Marshal Zhukov, now the 
Kremlin’s Defense Minister, and Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, he said that an exchange of 
visits might be useful. 

And so might it be. One thing the masters uf 
the Kremlin need particularly is a better un- 
derstanding of the West. Many of them have 
not been out of Europe, and until recently not 
out of Russia. It is hard to see how there could 
be anything but gain for peace were a man with 
Marshal Zhukov’s interest in world affairs to 
visit the United States. 

The President felt called upon to tell his 
press conference in connection with the civil 
rights battle in the Senate that he could not 
imagine any circumstances that would lead him 
to send federal troops into any part of the 
country to enforce school desegregation. This 
was by way of comment on the obfuscation 
produced by Senator Russell of Georgia. 

Few things are less likely than what the 
senior Senator from for all his intel- 


ligence, envisions. It is so utterly improbable, 
not to say impossible, that the President of the 
United States should not be called on to waste 
his time in clearing away the smoke screen.

Yet there is serious opposition from 
men of high repute and great legal 
learning who see no need for such 
legislatién. Dean Erwin N. Griswold 
of the Harvard Law School, for exam- 
ple, says: “There is absolutely nothing 
in the (Jencks) opinion giving the pub- 
lic access to secret files of the FBI. It 
simply blueprints procedures used right 
here in Boston and every criminal 
court.” 


Other authorities believe that legisla- 
tion is necessary, and their contention 
is buttressed by the varying interpreta- 
tions of the Jencks decisions by judges 
of the lower courts. The subject is 
highly controversial, and that is the 
strongest argument for hearing both 
sides before legislation is brought to 
a vote. 


The court said in the Jencks case 
that when the Government chooses to 
put a witness on the stand in prosecut- 
ing an American citizen, it must. make 
available to the defense earlier secret 
statements or reports made by that wit- 
_ touching on his testimony at the 
trial. 


The purpose of this requirement is 
to give the defense a fair chance to look 
for contradictions which could be used 
to impeach the credibility of the Gov- 
ernment witness. As Dean Griswold 
points out, this has long been standard 
procedure in American courts. It 
evokes a hullabaloo now only because 
the Supreme Court has applied it—in 
limited terms—to the FBI's secret files. 


No indiscriminate fishing expedition 
was authorized. But as the court ob- 
served, “It is unconscionable to allow it 
(the Government) to undertake prosecu- 
tion and then invoke its governmental 
privileges to d e the accused of any- 
thing which t be material to the 
defense.” 


Sponsors of the bill accept this prin- 
ciple, but point out that its application 
is not automatic. They believe that con- 
fusion and unnecessary interference 
with law enforcement can be avoided 
only by authorizing the trial judge to 
determine what portions of the FBI re- 
the defense relate

to the defense counsel. 
Going beyond this, however, the bill 
provides that “no statement or report 
of any prospective witness or person 


other than a defendant which Is In the 
possession of the United States shall be 
the subject of subpena, discovery, or in- 
spection,” except as subsequently pro- 
vided in the bill. 


The terms of this would apply to all 
sorts of tax and antitrust cases where 
pretrial disclosure of relevant material 
in the Government’s possession has al- 
ways been a matter of course. Why 
should the bill apply not only to a “pro- 
spective witness” but in addition to any 
“person other than a defendant’’? 


This appears to be either a concealed 
attempt to make a drastic and mis- 
chievous change in the established rules 
of criminal procedure or an extremely 
sloppy piece of draftsmanship. 


The bill would modify the Supreme 
Court ruling by making available to the 
defense only “such reports or state- 
ments of the witness in the possession 
of the United States as are signed by the 
witness, or otherwise adopted or ap- 
proved by him as correct.” 


This limitation would enable the Gov- 
ernment to avoid its obligation to pro- 
duce reports by the easy device of hav- 
ihg informants leave them unsigned and 
unapproved. Whatever reports the Gov- 
ernment may have from a witness touch- 
ing on his trial testimony ought to be 
given to the defense as a matter of 
elementary fairness. 


The’ bill provides that previous re- 
ports by witnesses shall be made avail- 
able to the defense only “after a witness 
called by the United States has testified 
on direct examination.” 


The prosecution knows in advance of 
trial what its witnesses are going to tes- 
tify on direct examination and, for the 
sake of orderly procedure, ought to pro- 
duce relevant reports prior to the trial. 

ig these, the defense cannot pre- 
pare its case effectively. 

The bill provides that if the Govern- 
ment declines to comply with a court 
order to produce reports, “the court 
shall strike from the record the testi- 
mony of the witness and the trial shal] 
proceed unless the court in its discre- 
tion shall determine that the interests 
of justice require that a mistrial be 
declared.” 

This has raised some serious ques- 
tions. It is impossible to strike from 
the minds of jurors testimony they have 
heard. If the Government does not 
wish to produce relevant reports, it 
should not use witnesses who made 
those reports. 

These defects in the bill demand 
scrutiny. Nothing will be lost by taking 
a little time for study. The Senate is

Georgia, and South ‘Carolina 
are just starting to ship EI- 
bertas but are not yet sending 
them to us in volume; the ear- 
lier varieties are winding up 
although we still are getting 
some nice ones from Arkansas 
and Iilinois. 

Michigan is just getting un- 
der way with shipments of 
blackberries and blueberries, 
so we may look for more of 
them in the weeks aliead. 

You will find your t buys 
in oranges in the sizes of 
California Valencias. There are 
some Florida oranges and 
grapefruit around, and Cali- 
fornia is shipping some fine 
quality grapefruit. 

Grape supplies are picking 
up a bit, and plums should be 
no problem with Wicksons, El 
Dorados and Santa Rosas from 
which to vhoose. 

Those luscious cherries from 
the Northwest are worth every 
penny you pay for them. Utah 
is now sending in some of very 
fine quality. 

Another first - of - the - season 
item: California Bartlett pears 
new coming in carlots.

HE trend is upward on 
meats, with beef and pork 
still on the high side. Even 
such items as bacon and hams 
may cost a bit more this week. 

Veal is a fair value compared 
to other meats, and although 
lamb is some higher you can 
still find some good buys in it. 

This is an opportune time to 
consider variety meats, table- 
ready meats, and the economy 
cuts of meats which. are cooked 
with moisture. 

Turkeys are one of the best 
buys you can find. Heavy de- 
mands for fryers have increased 
their cost a little, but they are 
still a value,

United States and Chinese 
planes had crisscrossed the 
island looking for the plane 
without success. Search parties 
on the ground included Nation- 
alist troops, police and For- 
mosan aborigines. 

The only service man from 
Missouri or Illinois aboard the 
plane was M. Sgt. Charles O. 
Daley, whose mother, Mrs. 
Katheryn L. Daley, lives in 
Decatur, Ill. Daley's wife lives 
in Las Cruces, N. M.

The use of Prague as an out- 
let for its overseas operations 
would eliminate for the Krem- 
lin the necessity of giving ex- 
change agreements to the air- 
lines of Western nations who 
might want to operate a com- 
peting service to Moscow. 

“The Czechs could make any 
number of such agreements 
with the Western nations whose 
airlines would have to operate 
into Prague,” said one reliable 
aviation source, “leaving the 
route inte Moscow to the Rus- 
sians. 

“In fact, the Czechs now have 
such agreements not only with 
these Scandinavian countries 
but also with Switzerland, 
France, India and some other 
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countries.”

SENATE, HOUSE. 
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COMMITTEE OK 
US. PAY RISES 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) 
—Senate and House committees 
overrode Administration objec- 
tions today and voted to in- 
crease the pay of federal 
workers. 

The House Civil Service Com- 
mittee headed by Representa- 
tive Tom Murray (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, approved a bill to hike 
the pay of a million civil service 
workers by about $532,000,000 
yearly, or 11 per cent. 

Its counterpart in the Senate 
shortly thereafter voted for two 
pay increase bills. One would | 
provide annual increases total- | 
ing $348,000,000 for more than | 

75,000 classified civil service, 
judicial, foreign service and | 
legislative employes. Another | 
would boost by 
yearly the pay of 500,000 postal | 
workers. 


The House committee had | 
voted earlier for a 12% per 
cent, $320,000,000 pay increase 
for postal workers. 

Freeze Provided. 

Senate committee aids said 


that to pay for the increases | 


the measures approved by that 


group provide for a freeze on | 


filling vacancies among classi- | tors the right to bid on the. 


fied civil service employes until 
there is a reduction of 300,000 
in the number of Government 
workers. 

Figuring the average. govern- 
ment salary at $3000, the com- 
mittee said this reduction, 
when in full effect, 
$1,200,000,000 yearly and would 
more than offset the increases. 

The Senate civil service bill 
provides increases which the 
committee 
for the 957,000 classified em- 
ployes. 

The postal pay increase bill 
provides a permanent 742 per 
cent across-the-board hike to 
all employes except those in 
the 
$16,000. 

In addition a temporary cost- 
of-living adjustment is provid- 
ed for lower-paid postal em- 
ployes. Thos in the lower five 
grades would receive $240 
yearly, those in level six would 
receive $160 yearly and those 
in level seven $80 yearly, 

Budget Bureau Stand. 

The House committee ap- 
proved its bill despite testimo- 
ny from Robert E. Merriam, 
assistant Budget Director, that 
the increase would be inflation- 
ary. 

Merriam said a general fed- 
eral pay hike, if it leads to 
deficit financing, would be 
“more devastating to our econ- 
omy at a time when 
trying to control inflation.

Patterson was a great Olym- 
pic champion, yet he boxed 
for the better part of five 
years before he was consid- 
ered ready for a shot at the 
title. Along the road he. lost 
a decision to Joe Maxim. 
True, that verdict was hotly 
debated and ringside report- 
ers thought that Patterson 
had won but the hard, cold 
fact in the record book shows 
that Patterson had lost. And 
there it will remain. 

Now comes this dream of 
Jack Hurley, Seattle pro- 
moter, to pit Rademacher 
against a real champion be- 
fore Pete has had a previous 
professional bout. It seems 
incredible. 

And yet the more the offi- 
cial bodies like the National 
Boxing Association and the 
New York Boxing Commission 
rant and rave, the more de- 
termined Hurley and his back- 
ers in the state of Washing- 
ton seem to be to go through 
with the affair. 

There will be no telecast of 
the bout and no radio broad- 
cast because in order to get 
much benefit from that, the 
match would have-to be start- 
ed at 6 o'clock, Seattle time. 

“That would be inconven- 
fent for 60,000 potential cus- 
tomers,” Hurley says, and the 
bout is scheduled to start at 
10 o’clock which would mean 
that, if it were on television, 
fans in the East would have 
to sit up until 2 o’clock in the 
morning to see it. So that’s 
out. 


Patterson Must 
Beat Jackson. 


HE whole Seattle program 
T hinges on the. ability of 

Patterson to defeat Jack- 
son in their New York bout. 
There seems to be little doubt 
that he will be able to repeat 
his triumph of June 1956, but 
should he not be able to do 
so, what a. situation that 
would create. 

Cus D’Amato, Patterson’s 
manager, seems to be work- 
ing against himself in com- 
mitting Floyd to the two 
bouts, almost simultaneously. 
Public attention has been di- 
verted, somewhat, from the 
July 29 bout with most of the 
publicity going to the Seattle 
promotion. 

Patterson and Jackson have 
been hard at work for their 
match. The news coming out 
of Tommy’s camp about his 
usual erratic behavior will 
have little or no effect on the 
result of the match and prob- 
ably won't draw any more 
people into the Polo Grounds. 

Jackson, of course, is no 
mean opponent for anybody. 
His superhuman endurance 
and his ability to absorb pun- 
ishment should cause any foe 
to treat him with respect.

man in the ring and it takes 
a good, stiff punch to slow 
him down. 

Patterson did this in their 
first fight, covering up and 
biding his time as the Hurri- 

cane blew against him. Then 
when the wind died down a 
little, Floyd opened up and 
hit Jackson powerful punches 
which, in. the opinion of the 
two judges, and most ring- 
siders, offset the far greater 
number of blows Jackson 
landed. 

Harry Kessler, the referee, 
thought otherwise, however, 
and many fans agreed with 
him. 

“Patterson fought only 
about one minute in each 
round,” Harry said, in ex- 
plaining his decision.

Decorative Shade 
By Elizabeth Hillyer 
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WINDOW PROBLEM. 


OMETIMES a decorative 

shade is a better answer to 

a window problem than any 
curtain could be, and this is 
true in the case of Mrs. R. B.'s 
dining room window. 

She writes, “We have built- 
in storage cabinets under a 
wide window in our tiny dining 
room, and our table is set close 
to it. I’ve never had curtains 
that I felt were right for the 
window, both because they float 
into the room when the window 
is open and because they've 
been either too heavy or too 
sheer.

of Jacks Fork

T is not an exaggeration to say that every small 
| river has its song—and certainly the music of Jacks 

Fork of Current river is more beautiful than mest, 
It is a symphony that Is played all day long as you 
float downstream; of 
sparkling arpeggios 
over gravel runs and 
the deeper kettle- 
drum of the swift 
rapids which you 
can sometimes hear 
from a half-mile up- 
river. It speaks of 
smallmouth bass in 
the swift water or 
hidden beneath the 
roots of fallen trees. 
And it obscures the 
sound of your pas- 
sage so you may 
round a bend to find 
the deer drinking 
unafraid at the head 
of a riffle. 

Perhaps the song 
of the river is heard 
best when you camp 
at night on some 
high gravel bar where a swift chute empties into a 
deep green pool beneath a towering limestone bluff. 
And yet this is a song not audible to everyone, for it 
is compounded of sound and silence. It is the wild cry 
of the big pileated woodpecker, winging his way across 
the valley; the evening song of wood thrush and 
mournful little note of the pewee. It is the graceful 
flight of cliff swallow in the twilight and the silken 
rustle of wings at dusk as a band of teal passes swift- 
ly on their way upstream. It is the booming call of 
barred owls after moonrise and the melody of hounds 
following a fox along the high ridges.

THERE IS MUSIC in the very silence of the night— 
although I think this is most audible to those who 
have served a long apprenticeship at the canoe paddle 
and followed the mountain trails into high country or 
gone out to camp in the lonely desert. When the fire 
dies low and the constellations of summer start their 
march across the bowl of the sky and you sit quiet, 
perhaps listening for the sardonic laughing of the 
coyote or the howl of a wolf, you are conscious of the 
vast and swinging symphony of a universe which is 
still too large for man’s comprehension. 

As with most other streams which have known con- 
tact with “civilized” man, the music of Jacks Fork is 
touched by dissonance. Ax and fire, the trampling 
feet of livestock and the plow; all these contributed to 
sudden floods and erosion that brought countless mil- 
lions of tons of gravel down the steep hollows to choke 
the stream bed. Aquatic life in the river went down- 
hill and the food cycle for game fish was badly upset. 
Meanwhile the trap and gun took toll of other forms 
of wildlife until only a few remnants remain of many 
species which abounded here in the day of the Red 


Man.

DESPITE ALL THIS, Jacks Fork and its watershed 
are far more fortunate than many rivers of America. 
The stream still flows as pure and undefiled—fed by 
its many springs—as it did in wilderness days. No 
cities line its banks to discharge their filth and indus- 
trial wastes into its water. The valley is remote from 
population centers and is too narrow to support more 
than a vestigial agriculture, so that gradually the land 
returns to its natural forest cover. Thus until our 
country becomes as crowded as some of those in the 
Old World and the Orient, little Jacks Fork will con- 
tinue to give at least the illusion of wilderness and 
bring refreshment of the spirit to those who visit ft. 

On our recent float, Fred and Ricky and I had no 
trouble negotiating the fast water, even with our 
heavily loaded canoe. One reason for this, however, 
is that we never hesitate to step out and let the beat 
over the critical water at the head of a rapid; a proc- 
ess which takes only a moment, since once the stream 
straightens out again, it is nearly always possible to 
climb back aboard to run the rest of the rapid. 

The high bluff across from our camp kept us in cool 
shade in the morning for so long that it was nearly 9 
o'clock before we loaded up and were off downstream 
again. Nor did we hurry after we were afloat, but took 
our time fly fishing the good water. Near noon we 
found another shade where a tiny spring trickled down 
a limestone cliff through a beautiful bank of maiden- 
hair fern. Here we beached for a cool drink and a 
swim. Then while we ate luncheon, one of the Biggs 
boys and his wife came around the bend in their alu- 
minum canoe; but making better time than we, be- 
cause they were running empty.

DURING THE AFTERNOON, we ran out of water; 
not in the water jug but underneath the canoe. In the 
last six miles or so above Alley spring the valley 
widens out and so does Jacks Fork.. Instead of run- 
ning narrow and deep, it now spreads shallow and 
thin, flowing crystal clear over a gravel bed. The 
stern paddler stands to study whether there is a chan- 
nel anywhere that will float the canoe, but often as 
not it omes necessary to get out and lead the boat 
through for many yards. Even the rapids are wide and 
shallow, often with sharp boulders protruding every- 
where. At one of these, Rick and Fred had a good 
laugh when Grandpa stepped out, slipped on a rock 
and came up sputtering; at the next one it was Rick 
and I who chuckled when Fred stepped out of the 
stern and took a tumble. 


At last we put the rods away and wound up the lit- 
tle Johnson motor to hum through each stretch of 
deep water, for the afternoon was waning. And even 
with this help it was 6 o’clock before we rounded the 
last bénd and saw the highway bridge at Alley spring. 
We were sunburned and a bit tired, but as we un- 
loaded I concluded once more that the lot of mankind 
would be happier if we just had sense enough to shake 
off the trappings of civilization and spend at least a 
third of our lives in the wilderness. Or at least, as 
close to it as we can get in a long weekend.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


OME people get their ex- 
G ercise by playing golf, and 

some prefer swimming, ten- 
nis or even fishing. In a lot of 
homes the family gets its ex- 
ercise opening and _ closing 
sagging doors. This is a good 
form of exercise but it’s not 
much fun. 

You can usually spot a sag- 
ging door by the fact that the 
outside lower corner will be 
scraping on the floor, the thresh- 
old or the ground. The first 
thing to do is to drive a small 
wood wedge between the out- 
side lower corner and the floor 
or threshold to bring the door 
to its proper position. 

Once it’s where it should be, 
check the screws on the hinges 
to see if they are loose. Loose 
hinge screws are the main rea- 
son why most regulation size 
and type doors sag. 

With screen doors and garage 
doors the trouble may be duato 
loose hinge screws, but it can 
also be due to the fact that the 


door is just too big to support 
its weight. 

What you must do in this 
case is to get the door into the 
right position and then apply 
some form of brace to hold it 
there. The brace can be either 
a metal rod and turnbuckle 
made for this job or a length of 
1 by 3 inches. 

For standard-size screen doors 
one end of the rod should be 
attached to the inside upright 
member of the frame about half 
jway up and the other end goes 
to the lower outside corner. 

For a garage door the usual 
method is to fasten one end of 
the brace to the inside upper 
corner ang the — end to the 
lower outside corner. A wood 
brace should be fastened in 
place, with wood screws, and 
these should be set along the 
entire length of the brace—not 
just at each end.

Per or onion tops and two cups 
of mayonnaise. 


Mix two envelopes of plain 
gelatine with half a cup of cold 
water and mix it with rest of 
the ingredients. If the family 
likes onion, add two tablespoons 
of chopped onion. 

When everything is mixed, 
put it in a mold. When it is 
chilled and hardened, serve it 
up with horseradish sauce on 
the side. Here's how to make it: 

Combine a half cup of 

drained, freshly ground horse- 
radish with a cup of mayon- 
naise, two tablespoons of sugar 
and a half teaspoon of salt. Fold 
into the mixture a half cup of 
whipping cream, whipped to 
medium consistency. 
- Although most men look 
down their noses at dishes made 
of fruit, here is one which has 
flavor and substance. Soften a 
teaspoon of gelatin in two 
tablespoons of cold water. Melt 
it over steam and beat it into 
three-fourths of a cup of may- 
onnaise. Put a teaspoon of 
Sugar into two cups of heavy 
cream and beat the cream. Com- 
bine it with the mayonnaise. 
Now stir in a cup and a half 
of cut fruit, which can be 
canned or fresh, or a combina- 
tion. Let it chill and serve it 
on crisp lettuce.

More likely, however, the term 
is merely a _ figurative one, 
meaning funds over which the 
wife alone has control.

The phrase 
“pin money” is recorded in the 
Oxford Dictionary as early as 
1697, so the likelihood is strong 
that wives have been putting 
husbands in their place with 
this retort for at least two-and- 
a-half centuries!

Comment on 
Kindergarten 


In Russia 
By Eleanor Roosevelt 
NEW YORK 


HE other day I read an in- 

teresting newspaper article 

about a state kindergarten 
in Leningrad. The Soviet 
Union provides nurseries for 
under-3-year-old children of 
working mothers, and kinder- 
garten for the next age group. 
The cost to parents is accord- 
ing to their ability to pay and 
the children are fed and 
trained and well cared for. 

The state underwrites the ex- 
pense of these schools, since 
the mothers are obligated to 
work. Some changes are evi- 
dently coming about, however, 
for there seem to be more n 
housewives in the Soviet Union 
than there used to be.

THIS may be because the de- 
mand for workers cannot be as 
great as during the war or im- 
mediately following it, and it 
may appear to the Soviet Union 
to be more advantageous to 
have children cared for by their 
mothers until they go te school. 

I shall be very interested to 
visit a kindergarten and a nur- 
sery and any educational in- 
stitutions I can see, if I am 
granted a visa to go to Russia. 
This is an area in which I have 
long had some experience and 
I would like to talk to the men 
and women interested in edu- 
cation in the Soviet Union.
